Generally, in Alberta, still-colo- 
nized First Nations peoples seem to 
be currently bearing a dispropor- 
tionate share of the “pain” associated 
with claimed long-term deficit-cut- 
ting “gains.”

irkenstock?... Beer ‘n burger?... 

Beans ‘n' wieners? No, the word 
is Birkebeiner (pronounced by 
most Canadians as BURK - uh - 
byener). It’s the name of the annu- 
al 55 kilometre cross-country ski 
race held just east of Edmonton at 
the Blackfoot-Cooking Lake Graz- 
ing Reserve. 

Technically, the Birkebeiner's 
not a race says Brian Peters, the 
president of the Canadian Birke- 
beiner Society. “It's aloppet, based 
on a traditional folk event from 
Norway.” A loppet is a ski outing 
for everyone, from elite racers to 
recreational! skiers to families that 
just shuffle along together. (It in- 
cludes tours of 31K, 14K and 5K for 


less ambitious skiers.)

And the folk event, now that’s a 
story - in fact, several of them. Birke- 
beiner means literally “birch legs” 
in Norwegian. It refers to the birch 
bark leggings that those old-time 
Norwegians (read Vikings) used to 
keep their lower extremities warm 
and dry when they were out for a 
cruise on the boards 


Birch leggings 


The Norwegian Birkebeiner lop- 
pet, the original, commemorates a 
piece of history dating back to the 
13th century. In 1206 two Viking 
warriors, wearing the de rigeur 
birch leggings, skied over a moun- 
tain range in a blizzard, carrying a 
two-year-old child who was being 
pursued by some other warriors 
with murderous intent. Seems this 
kid made the mistake of being the 
only surviving, albeit bastard, son 
of the king who had himself just 
been murdered. With the kid out of 
the way the bad guys could claim 
the throne for their candidate 
and...you can figure out the rest 

Interesting footnote...the dead 
king’s name was Haakon, the kid's 
name was - Haakon Haakonson! He 
grew up to be a great (if somewhat 
redundantly named) king of Nor-

way thanks to the heroic “Birke- 
beiners” who rescued him. Another 
footnote...their mountain journey 
took them to Lillehammer, site of 
both last winter's fabulous Olym- 
pics and the modern-day 
Norwegian Birkebeiner loppet 

This year marks the 10th annual 
Canadian Birkebeiner and in the 
tradition of its namesake, it is de- 
veloping its own character. The 
“Birkie” has grown remarkably in 
che past few years and last winter's 
turnout of 1500 skiers makes it 
Canada’s second largest cross-coun- 
try ski event. Brian Peters is hoping 
to receive 2000 entries by race day 
on Febuary 11, which would put 
the Birkie ahead of Ottawa's Gatine- 
au 55 Ski Marathon, now in its 20th 
year 

But more important than num- 
bers are the individuals who have 
played such a big role in giving this 
event its color. Two in particular 
are worthy of note on this 10th 
anniversary, one because of his 
absence and one because of his 
presence 

Bob Townsend was the proprie- 
tor of High Country Sports, 
Edmonton's first specialty cross- 
country ski shop and a mecca for 
outdoors enthusiasts since the mid- 
1970s. He was the first local 
businessman to offer sponsorship 
when Peters went in search of sup- 
port for the event 10 years ago. Not 
only did Townsend fork out cash, 
but as Peters says, “He became the 
heart and soul of the Birkie, he 
added personality to it.” 

Every year for the past nine, Bob 
Townsend appeared at the Birkie 
Starting line with his shaggy-haired, 
heavily bearded, 6°4 frame decked 
out in fearsome Viking parapher- 
nalia> From the top of his horned 
warrior’s helmet to the tips of his 
ancient wooden skis with leather 
bindings, he cut a spectacular and 
intimidating figure. Wrapped in furs 
and skins, carrying spear and shield, 
Bob towered over the starting line 
crowd in the early morning gloom 
like some awesome ghost from the 
past. Sadly, the Viking warrior won't 
be there to celebrate the 10th Birke- 
beiner,. High Country Sports closed 
its doors last spring and Townsend 
moved to Vancouver. 
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The reality of Bob Townsend for 
many Edmontonians was far differ- 
ent than the fierce image he 
presented on Birkie morning. Well- 
known caroonist Yardley Jones 
describes Bob Townsend as a “very 
quiet, gentle, generous guy. He 
would help anybody. He got me 
started on my first pair of wooden 
skis. He would give me guidance 
and advice abut skiing and he al- 
ways had time to talk...just seeing 
him regularly gave me enthusiasm.” 

Brian Peters remembers one par- 
ticularly vivid example of the 
enthusiasm Townsend brought to 
skiing. In 1987, the no-snow year 
that caused the only cancellation of 
the Birkebeiner, Townsend joined 
some of the people at the Enoch 
Reserve in a snow dance. His color- 
ful attempt to appease the weather 
gods drew attention from the CBC 
National News but it failed to draw 
the needed precipitation from the 
skies 

The demise of High Country 
sports and the departure of Bob 
Townsend leaves a gaping hole in 


Edmonton's skiing community. 
Peters, Jones and hundreds of oth- 
er locals who play on “skinny skis” 
miss the big guy, and this year’s 
Birkie will be the lesser for his 
absence. 

Yardley Jones is the happier side 
of this anniversary story. He is 
one of only 10 people to have 
done the loppet every year. At 65, 
he's looking forward with great 
gusto to his 10th 55K jaunt carry- 
ing the 12 kilogram’ pack 
(symbolic of the fugitive two-year- 
old of lore) that completes the 
purist’s Birkie experience. Jones 
is a testament to how far you can 
get on a sunny disposition and 
good old Welsh stubborness. He 
twice rose from what could have 
been his death bed to keep his 
Birkie string alive 

Jones was hospitalized with dou- 
ble pneumonia three months before 
the 1986 race but bamboozled his 
doctor with a fib about “just skiing 
around the back garden” so he could 
train for the event. In the summer 
of 1993 he suffered a serious 


enough stroke that he had to learn 
to talk all over again, but he still 
finished the ‘94 Birkebeiner. Of 
the stroke he says, “My body was 
fine, it's the brain that goes. But 
you don't have to worry about your 
brain if you're a cartoonist!” Yard- 
ley's speech is punctuated with 
exclamation marks. For him, eve- 
ry day is a “great day!”, especially 
one that’s spent on the ski trail. If 
Bob Townsend was a source of 
skiing enthusiasm for Yardley 
Jones, he lita fire that still blazes 
merrily and warms all who come 
in contact with it. 


Courage and decency 


These two men, friends to each 
other and a multitude of active 
Edmontonians, embody the very 
best that sport has to offer. It’s not 
stretching the point to suggest that 
between them, they representsome 
of the same courage and decency 
that inspired those original Viking 
warriors to set out on their skiing 
adventure so long ago. © 


Those helpful home economists 


t was the weirdest book tour I'd 

ever heard of. Instead of deliver- 
ing books for review, the 
publishers’ rep was arranging for 
cheesecake tastings. The “book” in 
question was a 16-page stapled rec- 
ipe pamphlet. The author, er, 
spokesperson was the Cheese Man- 
ager for Kraft Kitchens, home 
economist Judy Welden.

What is the world coming to? A 
book tour without a book, and a 
home economist flacking for a mul- 
tinational corporation. If this is the 
90s, I think I want the 50s. Nice 
ladies wearing starched aprons in 
sterile kitchens - isn’t that what 
home economics looks like? 

In person Judy Welden turned 
out to be very nice. She was much 
more interested in talking abut 
cheesecake and chocolate than her- 
self, though she did doa thorough 
job of towing the line for Kraft. 

Welden studied home econom- 
ics in the late 70s, graduated in 
1980, and moved on to jobs with 
the Ontario Egg Commodity Board 
and Kraft, where she has been for 
the last eight years. She describes 
her job as “understanding the Ca- 
nadian consumer and trying to 
make solutions with our products 
for today's consumers and their 
lifestyles.” 

Welden says she decided to be- 
come a home economist because “I 
always loved to cook...” She paus- 
es, looking bemused, as if 
wondering how there could be any 
more to it than that. 

Indeed, perhaps there isn’t. 
Welden describes a workday that 
might be any cook's dream, a day 
devoted to recipe development, —

en, a cookbook library (“We get all 
the American and Canadian con- 
sumer magazines.”) and a data base 
containing over 40,000 recipes. 

According to Welden, it is a rare 
resource. Kraft is now the only cor- 
poration in Canada, she says, with 
a test kitchen and home econo- 
mists on staff full time. 

Joyce Pearson, home service 
director for Edmonton's North- 
western Utilities Blue Flame 
Kitchen also lays claim to a unique 
resource. “I don't think anyone else 
in North America does it,” Pearson 
says of the range of services the 
Blue Flame Kitchen provides. 

Many Edmontonians are familiar 
with the Blue Flame Kitchen phone 
line, and Pearson affirms that for 
the three full-time and four part- 
time staff “It is a big part of our 
work. The home economists an- 
swer questions on any of what 
Pearson calls “the homemaking 
arts” - budgeting, buying guides, 
meal planning or recipes, for ex- 
ample. So unusual and helpful is 
the phone line, Pearson says they 
even get calls from overseas - and 
“lots and lots of mail.” P 

This sounds like enough work 





the community, and works to fillin 
the gaps, providing services that 
are otherwise unavailable. 

Pearson has been with the Blue 
Fiame Kitchen since 1960 (the kitch- 
en was established in 1929) and 
has seen a dramatic change in home 
economics over the course of her 
career. 

“We have gone through the era 
of the 70s and 80s, where moth- 
ers worked, and all the young 
people - and I mean from_18 to 
about 35 or 40 - didn’t learn alow 
of the homemaking skills. Now 
they're in real trouble because 
they don’t know how to budget 
and they don't know how to buy 
nutritious food.” 

Freelance home economist De- 
bra Mudryk has noticed the same 
trend in her work. Mudryk has been 
teaching a budgeting course called 
The Money Plan at Grant MacEwan 
Community College since 1983. 

Asked if the need for home econ- 
omists has disappeared now that so 
few women spend their lives as 
homemakers, Mudryk quickly says 
that the reverse is true. “People are 
so busy with jobs and family and 
spreading themselves quite thin 
that they need that information.

ohn Ralston Saul is a language 

activist. The author of the best- 
selling Voltaire’s Bastards: The 
Dictatorship of Reason in the West 
has turned his critical eye and prob- 
ing pen towards the institutional 
and linguistic malaise he sees as 
part of our society's headlong 
plunge to perdition 

Saul’s latest work, a necessary 
adjunct to Voltaire's Bastards, is 
titled The Doubter’s Companion 
A Dictionary of Aggressive Com- 
mon Sense and it attempts, for the 
most part successfully, to fitsome 
of the contemporary pieces of the 
rationalist jigsaw puzzle exposed 
so well in Voltaire’s Bastards to- 
gether for the benefit of the 
modern “doubter.” 

It is, 
attempt at oral language; inasense 
like the 18th century, in which the 
words of people like Voltaire, when 
read out loud to a population in 
which few could read and write, 


were instantly absorbed by the 
mind 
“Those phrases, those ideas 


entered into the public dis- 
course through a population that 
didn't read or write almost im- 
mediately, and that’s what 
made things like the French 


in Saul’s own words, “an 


Revolution possible...chat was 
an oral revolution.” 

In a world where the line be- 
tween the written word and the 
all-powerful visual image is be- 
coming increasingly blurred, 
this book is guaranteed to rattle 
a few cages 


False dragons 


It is in theDoubter's Companion 
that Saul best demonstrates his 
iconoclastic bent, and slays many 
of the false dragons of modern in- 
tellectual, economic, linguistic, and 
political thought. Saul avers that 
the entire question can be best 
understood through acknowledge- 
ment of two salient facts, both of 
which seem to have been over- 
looked in the rush to embrace a 
catchword future (globalization, 
harmonization, deregulation, 
et.al.) 

One is the belief that “it is the 
citizen’s job to be rude — to pierce 
the comfort of professional inter- 
course by boorish expressions of 
Doubt,” to remind the elites and 
powermongers that “the single pur- 
pose of power is to serve the public 
weal.” 


Profound influence 


The second “involves restoring a 
sense of balance to the forces that 
exert the most profound influence 
on human affairs and lives.” 

Saul believes that one facet, rea- 
son, has taken over as the guiding 


principle in the human experi- 
ence (the central tenet of 
Voltaire's Bastards) to the detri- 
ment of the others — morality, 
creativity, intuition, experience, 
and common sense — the result 
of which is a world and a life out 
of kilter, in which suffering, de- 
spair, lack of compassion, 
venality, and complete self-inter- 
est comprise the operational 
ethos 

Certain subjects in The Doubt- 
er's Companion are given the Saul 
treatment much more than oth- 
ers. With over 300 entries, this 
dictionary may seem somewhat 
self-limiting compared to others 
of its kind, such as Ambrose 
Beirce’'s The Devil's Alphabet 
(1911), but the sheer scope of the 
ideas, especially as they relate to 
the modern world, offers a more 
than adequate base from which to 
challenge the corporatist status 
quo. 


Real threat 


And, just so there can be no mis- 
understanding, Saul considers 
corporatism as “among the most 
important yet rarely used words. 
Better than any other it describes 
the organization of modern socie- 
ty,” and it is “the persistent rival 
of...representative government. 
Corporatism has been for some time 
the only real threat to democracy, 
which explains why our corporat- 
ist elites never discuss it.” 

Say it isn’t so, Ralph. 


It is axiomatic that many in the 
power structures will not find The 
Doubter’s Companion to their lik- 
ing. Whether the subject is the 
massive public relations/propagan- 
da around our so-called “debt” or 
the competition in the world of 
trade; whether the subject is “the 
post-modern philosopher, Ronald 
McDonald” or Triumph of the Will, 
Saul neatly dissects the issues and 
presents us with some much-need- 
ed alternative thought to counter 
the pressing weight of the “conven- 
tional wisdom” (read co-option of 
free thought) held by so many of 
our “leaders” and their sycophants. 

Saul, for example, places great 
emphasis on the notion that Leni 
Riefenstahl’s Triumph of the Will is 
“The inspirational and technical 
source of modern advertising, pub- 
lic relations, political packaging 
(remember Bob Roberts?), feature 
film mythologizing (Platoon, any- 
one?) and most _ television 
documentaries.” The poin as Goeb- 
bels certainly understood, John 
Saul reminds us, “is not the fact 
that the moving picture is essen- 
tially dishonest, but that its 
techniques permit a separation of 
the image from reality and the cre- 
ation of an alternate reality which 
may be an absolute lie.” 


Powerful wallop 


As you will have by now noticed, 
The Doubter's Companion, like its 
author, packs a powerful wallop, 
especially to those previously se- 


cure in their little rationalist cas- 
tles in the air. While some parts of 
the book may seem incongruous, 
or self-indulgent, the fact remains 
that Saul’s greatest gift, as one Bri- 
an Fawcett notes, “is a first-rate 
nose for large-scale bullshit.” The 
Doubter’s Companion certainly 
shows the piles of BS that our elites 
have attempted to build society 
around, and offers us a way to re- 
move both these piles of rationalist 
BS and the lingering odor emanat- 
ing from their creators. 


Corporate hacks 


There remains, however, one 
overriding question of direct im- 
portance to the people of this 
province. Has Herr Klein or any- 
one from The Party read this book? 
Strangely enough, Saul doesn’t have 
an entry on moral legitimacy in this 
dictionary. He does mention lead- 
ership, but it’s doubtful whether 
this term, even with the less-than- 
complimentary definition Saul 
employs, applies to the collection 
of corporatist hacks that infest our 
legislature. 

This book should be required 
reading for everyone interested in 
serving as a representative of the 
public in any capacity, and they 
should be tested to see that they 
understand the meaning of terms 
like responsibility, accountability, 
and morality. If such does indeed 
come to pass, then John Ralston 
Saul’s vision of the future may just 
be attainable after all. ®

“Janet is.very interested in push- 
ing the edges of the form of a play, 
in exploring new ways and perspec- 
tives of seeing things," explains 
Nicholls. "She is telling simple sto- 
ries and dreams from a woman's 
life... you know — birth, death, in- 
finity. Simple daily moments are put 
under a microscope, given the time 
and space to be examined for their 
deeper significance. Moon Reach- 
ers’ approach is such a combination 
of styles, which make total sense in 
the dream world." 

Laughs Nicholls mischievously, 
"This play is definitely not bound 
by what is a well-made, three-act 
play. None of the unities (of time 
place or action) are observed here.” 

Moon Reachers is the first piece 
in Workshops West's season to be 
directed by its interim artistic di- 


rector, the Sterling Award winning 
actor David Mann, who also served 
as dramaturge in the play's devel- 
opment 


Different circles 


His cast is a strong, very interest- 
ing mix of familiar and new faces 
from different circles in Edmon- 
ton’s theatre scene incuding 
Nicholls, veterans Marina Stephen- 
son Kerr, Michael Charrois, Alison 
Wells, newcomer Nancy McAlear 
and the delightful Angela Flatekval. 

Mann has also assembled a tal- 
ented produciton crew including 
Dave Clarke (original music), Rob- 
ert Shannon (sets and costumes) 
and award-winning designer and 
happy house bon vivant Morris Ert- 
man. 

Moon Reachers promises to be 
an interesting night at the theatre 
for many reasons. Given the inno- 
vative nature of the play, its cast 
and its production team, Moon 
Reachers could also signal a new 
direction for the company.

kids to the Stones akin to accompa- 
nying your parents to a Pat Boone 
concert? It just doesn’t seem 
healthy to me. 

For Craig Elliott, the music di- 
rector at CJSR-FM, the number of 
young people who attended the 
Stones show was disappointing 

“I really kind of felt that no one 
our age had any business being 
interested,” said the twentysome- 
thing Elliott 

“It's an issue that the baby boom- 
ers have never really released their 
grip. They still have considerable 
spending power, and so far we 
haven't had the money to exert any 
power of our own, and it’s almost 
getting late. But even if we get the 
money, and are able to exert an 
influence, we're just going to be 
buying Rolling Stones albums. 
We're allowing those people who 
are double our age to speak for us 
and allowing people our age to act 
as if they were twice our age.” 

He acknowledges that there is a 
timeless appeal of three-chord rock, 
but he believes that “it’s almost the 
lowest common denominator. We 
really should be supporting artists 
our own age.” 

For Eric Samuels, programmer at 
CHBR-FM (The Bear), the current 
popularity of retro pop culture is 
simply a sign of the cyclical nature 
of the arts, fashion and music. 
“We seem to inevitably end up

“The ‘70s really were the rock 
era. The interest has just been 
passed on from generation to gen- 
eration,” he said. “In some ways, 
the rock music of the ’70s was kind 
of like the archetype of an era.” 

He went on to explain that “re- 
search shows us that people's 
musical tastes are really formed dur- 
ing their later high school and early 
college years. Those tastes tend to 
stick with people throughout life. 
Once formed, they tend to become 
our comfort zone.” 

But it doesn’t really explain why 
younger teens or twentysomethings 
are suddenly so tuned into those 
tastes. For Samuels, the resurgence 
of disco music, as opposed to rock, 
is a good example of the kitsch 
principle, whereby stuff deemed 
trashy the first time out has a cer- 
tain appeal when it's rediscovered. 


Disco sucks 


“Even at the time, people were 
saying ‘disco sucks,’” he said, “but 
over a period of time, it becomes 
something else.” 

For some people, the willingness 
of today’s youth to embrace flash 
and disco acts of the '70s is far less 
threatening than the continued 
appeal of groups like The Rolling 
Stones and the Eagles. While they 
may enjoy mainstream success, oth- 
er groups like The Village People 
seem rather innocuous. 





Elliott explained that this kind of 


we always sort Of understood that, 
but let’s make them big stars again.” 

Whatever the reasons, it’s clear 
that music, fashion and television 
from the ‘70s are enjoying a dis- 
tinctive resurgence. Television 
shows like The Partridge Family 
and Get Smart are finding new 
audiences on cable. Even a geriat- 
ric Maxwell Smart has his gnarled 
fingers ready to dial his secret tel- 
ephone shoe in a belated spin-off 
on the FOX network. And Kung-Fu’s 
David Carradine? Hey kids, the leg- 
end continues. 

After her glitterati Studio 54 days 
of the '70s, Lauren Hutton couldn’t 
get work at a McDonald's stand. 
Now, suddenly she is the darling of 
designers and the media. We've 
even seen old faces like former 
Vogue model Janice Dickenson 
(who was wrapped up in that messy 
palimony thing with Sylvester Stal- 
lone) resurface. 

For those of us old enough to re- 
member the '70s, but who were too 
young to have participated in them, 
the appeal of some of the pop culture 
is truly bewildering. But even as I watch 
my niece sporting her Marcia Brady 
hair-do in her Adidas track pants, I’m 


still listening to The Best of Blondie or

With a reputation for successfully bring- 
ing film noir to the ‘90s in his films Red 
Rock West and Kill Me Again, John Dahl 
developed into a director with a cult 
following waiting for his day to be a 
critical and audience darling.

Fiorentino, best known for her work 
in forgettable films like Vision Quest and 
Chain Of Desire, plays up the femme fatale 
role to a richly evil comedic level. Her 
performance as telemarketer-on-the-run 
Bridget Gregory is so perfectly’ over- 
the=top that it probably makes the cast- 
ing agents behind Basic Instinct cringe at 
their choice of Sharon Stone. As Bridget’s 
patsy husband Clay, actor Bill Pullman 
plays to type (have you seen Malice?), 
but has more fun with the role than 
expectedein general, the acting is first- 
rate. So is the directing. And the cin- 

~ ematography. Plus there is a groovy jazz 
score by Joseph Vitarelli. 

However, a decent script would have 
been nice. One with some twists and 
turns. This is film noir aftér all. A third 
rate Hollywood action thriller is less 
predictable, and this film is supposed 
to be one of the best American inde- 
pendents?!? First time scriptwriter 
Steve Barancik would have been bet- 
ter off not telegraphing every plot de- 
tail and having characters jumping to 
impossibly ludicrous conclusions than 
concentrating solely on creating darkly 
humorous dialogue.

Julie Delpy and Ethan Hawke play a 
couple of twentysomethings riding a train 
through Austria. Delpy is a troubled 
young sophisticate on her way from Bu- 
dapest to home in Paris to resume study 
at the Sorbonne. Hawke is catching a 
flight back to the States the next morn- 
ing. Though affable enough, he’s had a 
crappy three-week tour, and makes no 
apologies as the quintessential “ugly 
American.” By the time they reach that 
terribly Freudian city, Vienna, there waits 
the perfect one-night stand. 

But for occasional interruptions by 
poets and palmreaders, Delpy and Hawke 
carry the show. They develop their char- 
acters with the authority Hepburn and 
Bogart brought to The African Queen. A 
mean feat for a couple young actors, no 
matter how experienced. 

One of Hawke's best moments is his 
gambit to begin the lark. His tangle of 
convoluted, but sound, logic convinces 
Delpy (and half the audience) to risk the 
night with him. The two proceed to 

~Know. each other better. than anyone 
else they've ever Known in their young 
lives. Probing and witty conversation fills 
the night and their insights spark laugh- 
ter of recognition. 

Director Richard Linklater wanted so 
desperately to make a European film. 
What he and co-writer Kim Krizan didn’t 
realize is making a film in Europe doesn’t 
necessarily mean the same thing. Clumsy 
storytelling technique and a lot of rep- 
etition mar their brilliant characteriza- 
tions enough to allow the audience time 
to preoccupy themselves with fishing 
out Nibs or to deliberate the choice of 
coffee bar. 

Before Sunrise will be video fodder 
soon enough, but try to see it in the 
theatre. In fairness, their successes largely 
outweigh their mistakes. Moments like 
the amateur actor encounter, the pin- 
ball conversation, and the subtle and 
wonderful streecar ride, are where Delpy 
and Hawke truly shine. And Vienna is a 
beautiful place to get lost in.

A small exhibition called The Look 
of A Poem, at the U of A’s Bruce 
Peel Special Collections Library, 
provides a different take on the idea 
of the book as an object of aesthet- 
ic experience. 

The show is made up of 29 il- 
lustrated books drawn from the 
Peel's extensive collection of art- 
ist’s books and modern books of 
poetry. It also gives viewers a 
chance to see some very unusual 
approaches to the task of combin- 
ing word and image. 


Practical tools 


Traditionally, books have been 
seen as practical tools for con- 
veying ideas. We use books 
without thinking too much 
about them and many of us rel- 
ish the look and feel of books, 
the way that the print sits on the 
page and the firm rigidity of the 
paper to our fingers. Usually, 
though, the words and the ideas 
and images that they conjure are 
what hold our attention. 

Visual images, when they are in- 
cluded, are usually supplementary 
to the text, strictly illustrations of 
the thoughts expressed by the 
words.

“The one that they say started the

And 
Matisse made a famous book called 
Jazz. We have a very good facsimile 
of that. In many cases they were 
made for wealthy private collectors 
and also for art galleries.” 

In the case of Toulouse-Lautrec, 
the books were partly designed 
with a practical purpose in mind. 
They could easily be taken apart so 
that individual images could be 
framed by collectors or sold sepa- 
rately by dealers. Today, the 
impetus for creating these books is 
slightly different. 

“Many of them today are very 
handsome books that are trying to 
bring something that hasn't been 
in print to the public in attractive 
form,” says Charles. 


Exploding a book 


"I think the artists are interested 
in the idea of exploding the book, 
that’s why I think many of them are 
unbound. There is something very 
surprising and luxurious about a 
book that can be spread out on a 
table, and that calls attention to the 
fact that it is something very differ- 
ent from the traditional kind of 
book.” 

Viewers won't find Toulouse-Lau- 


ans Margaret Atwood and Michael 
Ondaatje, as well as others such as 
Dame Edith Sitwell, Leopold Seng- 
hor and Gary Snyder. 

The books run the gamut from 
fairly traditional couplings of 


text and illustration to works 
like the three-dimensional “tun- 
nel” assemblage by poet 


Elizabeth McDevitt and artist 
Julie Chen which becomes more 
sculpture than book. 

The show is intriguing and 
thought-provoking in a way. I found 
myself wanting to get at the objects 
in their glass cabinets so that I could 
read the poetry and get a sense of 
how the images interacted with the 
words. 


Private scale 


And given, too, that the evoc- 
ative power of books is in so 
many ways tied to their intimate 
and private scale, these often 
oversized assemblages of words 
and paper (and several other 
materials, too) occasionally left 
me feeling frustrated. 

Still, the show is worth seeing 
for the way that it draws attention 
to physical aspects of books and 
printed text that we so often don’t 
think about. It also makes us 
aware of the potential of books to 
be something unexpected and 
surprising. 

For me, though, visiting the ex- 
hibition had the added plus of 
providing the opportunity to see

Second nature 


“We were lucky in that the radio 
shows we did were live in front of 
an audience, so we could do our 
job without thinking about radio,” 
says Williams.

In came Jeff Huskins to take his 
place. It was an easy transition for 
Huskins, who has known the band

A long-time association 
with author and Lake Woebegone 
personality Garrison Keillor led to 
the couple recording and touring 
through 1992 with Keillor and his 
Hopeful Gospel Quartet.

members for years and who him- 
self has accumulated his share of 
recording and touring experienc- 
es. Huskins played with Clint 
Black's backup band from the time 
Black was getting started straight 
through his rise in fame. He is also 
an accomplished Nashville pro- 
ducer who has worked on 140 
records. He feels he’s bringing a 
new edge to the band by bringing 
in a fiddle. 

“People say there are many dif- 
ferences between traditional and 
contemporary country, but the only 
two differences are the fiddle and 
the steel guitar,” he says. “The 
music Little Texas does is changing 
as we speak.

We Live Here

Guitarist Pat Metheny’s 20th recording 
is what you might call pleasant. We Live 
Here is the sort of thing you might hear 
over the speakers as you push a buggy 
around a Wal-mart. No distinct sound 
grabs your attention; instead a sort of 
soup of laid-back hipness boils over from 
time to time. 

Typically, Metheny and his six-piece 
band ply acid jazz grooves into semi- 
rousing crescendos. Even so, it all sounds 
so studied. Metheny’s ethereal noodling 
drifts over the evenly-paced mix. The 
only outstanding moment occurs when 
the group abandons their cool attitudes 
and opts instead to make a racket on 
the title track. 

The core criminals responsible for 
this travesty of so-called jazz are 
Metheny, co-composer and keyboardist 
Lyle Mays, Steve Rodby (bass) and Paul 
Wertico (drums). David Blamires (vo- 
cals), Mark Ledford (horns) and Luis 
Conte (percussion) provide color as 
required. 

Mostly, the music glides to its ec- 
static (for the musicians at least) con- 
clusion, at which point Blamires bursts 
out warbling and Mays gropes for his 
synthesizers. At said point, the listener 
stifles another yawn. We Live Here is 
an example of talent to spare gone to 
waste.

Instead, 
they want them to wade in stream of 
summery pop guitars. We haven't seen 
angst sound so breezy since The Smiths 
called it quits. And when “Insomniac” 
and “Bellyache” have been belted out by 
Modan, it’s easy to hear why the Brits 
have come to love Echobelly so much 
Modan has channelled Morrissey’s femi- 
nine qualities into herself.
